"I have an open mind on silver. 
But it seems the administration 
has found a combination of cir- 
cumstances which is pulling this 
country out of the depression.

If there were 
a radical nose dive, then we would 
get busy. But as long as things go 
along as they are, why, sit tight. 
That's the way I feel."

The voice of William Jennings 


Bryan, preserved on a phonograph 
record made by him fifteen years 
ago, 
will be heard at the birthday 


memorial dinner to be given in his 
honor at the Lincoln hotel next 
Monday evening. A 15-minute ex- 
cerpt from the Commoner's famous 
"Cross of Gold" speech in Chicago, 
which won him the democratic 
presidential nomination in 1896, is 
the subject matter of this post- 
humous address.

billboards will be asked by Lynn A. 
Myers, city building inspector, in 
recommendations which he con- 
templates making to the city coun- 
cil as soon as he has completed a 
survey of conditions, and finisHed 
a study of similar legislation in 50 
other cities.

ing "laws, which prohibits the re- 
modeling or repairing of any struc-

He moved to St. Louis, where he 
joined the American regular army 
In 1866 to take part in the Indian 
uprisings of the time After march- 
ing from Fort Leavenworth to old 
Fort Kearny in Nebraska in May, 
1866, 
he was assigned to company 
H, first battalion of the third bat- 
talion regiment, 18th infantry. He 
acted as sergeant major of the regi- 
ment and later became first ser- 
geant of company H, which was 
ordered to Ogallala to defend the 
Union Pacific railway from Chief 
Red Cloud's Sioux Indian attacks 
He was a member of the party of 


General Dodge, chief engineer for 
the Union Pacific, and Secretary of 
War Rawlings. at the time of the 
making of surveys of the Rocky 
lountam region 
Crossed Hostile Area. 
His force drove off the Indians, 


and later in a raging blizzard his 
company went to Julesburg, Colo, 
on flat 
cars 
They crossed 
the 
Platte on wagons and went to Fort 
Sedgewick. Later the company went 
to old Fort Fetterson, from where 
Mr Button made many trips on 
escort duty through to Fort Reno, a 
territory infested with hostile In- 
dians 
Gen. Henry B. Carrington said of 
Ivm in later years when sending his 
autographed picture- "To my brave 
soldier. Sergeant John P Button, 
who served with me in opening the 
great American desert to civiliza- 
tion in 1866 to 1869." 
He had lived in Lincoln for al- 
most a half century and almost to 
he day of his death kept up his 
vide interest in his reading and his 
'eligious work. His loss of hearing 
sleveral years ago had forced him 
tb live somewhat apart from active 
life, but his interest in affairs of 
tfoe world and the church never 
'waned.

Proposed Amendment 


To"'Junk Ordinances 


The city council Thursday started 


the study of an amendment to the 
junk yard ordinance, designed to 
aid in beautifying the city, and at 
the same time correct a number of 
"known discrepancies" in the pres- 
ent law. The proposed amendment 
was prepared at the suggestion of 
the council. 


The proposed measure would au- 


thorize the council to license junk 
yards, and also assess an occupa- 
tino tax of $25. The fee for a license 
has not been determined. It also 
would require that all outdoor 
operations be behind a fence at 
least 6 feet high, made of wood or 
such other materials as the council 
may direct. 
The amendment 
also 
provides 


that weeds must be kept cut to 
•within six inches of the ground, 
and waste paper and parts of other 
trash removed as fast as it ac- 
cumulates. 
To aid the police, one of the sec- 


tions provides that all junk dealers 
must report weekly to the police all 
purchases of junk and automobiles 
along with the names of the party 
making the delivery and the name 
of the seller. The report also must 
contain the name of all automo- 
biles bought along with the motor 
and serial numbers.

Frankly admitting the army air 


corps expected—and expects more- 
fatal accidents In its air mail carry- 
ing Major General Foulois, air 
corps chief, asserted the 
corps, 


nevertheless, welcomed the oppor- 
tunity as necessary training for its 
wartime duties. 


Carrying the mail. Foulois said, 


gave "an ideal peace time test of 
the army air corps organization, 
equipment and training." 


Foulois. now on a flying inspec- 


tion of air mail routes in the east- 
ern and central zones, is preparing 
to issue orders for resumption of 
air mail flying.

WICE within a week, President Roosevelt has 


been thwarted by topheavy majorities of mem- 


bers of his own party in congress. His first reverse 
of major significance came on the highly controver- 
sial issue of war veterans' benefits, and the second 
was emphasized even more when the St. Lawrence 
Waterway treaty, in which the White House was in- 
terested greatly, failed of ratification by a decisive 
vote. 
For a long time, it has been recognized that the 


uncanny spell which the president held over congress 
In molding its actions and in securing its approval 
of the Roosevelt program must be broken. The 
honeymoon could not continue indefinitely. No pres- 
ident ever succeeded for any considerable period of 
time In imposing his will on the legislative branch 
of government, but Mr. Roosevelt throughout an en- 
tire year did manage to have it

MR. CONKLIN SHOULD RESIGN. 


A 


N EXCEEDINGLY deUcate question of propriety 


arises in connection with the charges brought 


against Land Commissioner Harry Conklln. involv- 
ing as they do a question of a grave character. It Is 
the matter of his continuing to conduct the affairs 
of his office until his innocence or guilt of 
the 


charges has been established through 
channels. 
It is easy to understand Mr. Conklin's attitude. If 


he should submit his resignation, his political ene- 
mies might seize upon such action as a confession on 
his own part of wrong doing, when, in fact, he stout- 
ly protests his innocence, and his friends hope and 
believe that he is innocent, and that the circum- 
stances which have given rise to the complaint filed 
against him may be explained to the satisfaction of 
the electorate. Under our judicial procedure, Mr. 
Conklin is entitled to the benefit of all doubt until 
his guilt has been established. Were the legislature 
in session and there is no excuse whatsoever for call- 
ing it together, and hi this fashion adding greatly to 
the tax burden, the whole problem would be simpli- 
fied greatly. Mr. Conklin could be suspended from 
duty until the final determination of the charges 
against him, and the duties of his office turned over 
to some one else until such time. But the legisla- 
ture is not in session and Governor Bryan could not 
be justified in convening it on special call. 


Under the circumstances, Mr. Conklin has the op- 


portunity to reflect credit upon himself by volun- 
tarily retiring from the office. He owes it to him- 
self, to his state, and to his party to do so, harsh as 
the course is. Such action would show full apprecia- 
tion of the unfortunate position in which he finds 
himself and should in no way be construed as an in- 
dication of wrong doing. On the contrary, it would 
reveal the spirit of a man willing to abide the re- 
sults and to permit his vindication to come with the 
passage of time. 


The issue which the president selected to test his 


power, ratification of the St. Lawrence waterway 
treaty, was not a wise one. It involves huge expen- 
ditures, and to an even greater degree, was open to 
attack because it required Uncle Sam to shoulder a 
much larger portion of the burden than Canada. It 
permitted those hostile to it to play upon the fears 
and suspicions of a group fearful that in some way 
the United States was linking its interest in trans- 
portation with Canada, and that American resources 


• would be utilized for the benefit of Canada while the 
people of this country footed the bill. Most of this 
criticism -was groundless, but nevertheless it was 
brought forward and used with telling effect. Final- 
ly, the attitude of sections of the middle west, pre- 
sumably the region to derive the greatest 
benefit 


through cheap transportation, was revealed as du- 
bious of such results. 


But although the president fought and lost, his de- 


feat is not without its cheerful aspects. One of the 
haunting fears dangled before the eyes of the pub- 
lic by enemies of the administration has been that 
congress had abdicated and that this country was 
headed for a dictatorship. For weeks, newspapers, of 
which the Chicago Tribune is the foremost spokes- 
man, have been attempting to arouse the apprehen- 
sion of the people. More recently, these tradition- 
ally republican organs have been joined by the 
Hearst newspapers, striving valiantly to bring on 
chills and shudders over the prospect of a one-man 
government intent upon destroying the freedom of 
the American people. 


All of that is out of the window now. It never did 


have solid foundation, but the docile attitude of con- 
gress furnished those who wanted to believe the 
legend of an American dictatorship 
with seeming 


proof of it. 


The question well may be asked, what next? How 


far will congress go in substituting its own judgment 
and Its own program for that of the president? 
There is very little reason for concern there. Con- 
gress should not be accused of insincerity and of po- 
litical maneuvering, because it may differ with the 
executive or administrative branch of government. 
There Is no reason to believe that it is any less sin- 
cere or honest than any other branch of the govern- 
ment in attempting to discharge the responsibilities 
It must assume. 


This setback which Mr. Roosevelt has sustained will 


be distorted and magnified by those with partisan 
objectives to serve. It will be hailed with glee by 
all of the New Deal haters who have evidence in it 
they believe, that the president is losing his grip 
on congress, and that troublesome days are ahead 
that the recovery program has over-reached itself 
and that as soon as the opportunity is offered, the 
American people win place the nation's affairs in 
other hands. That is the^hope which persists In 
some quarters, which were never for the New Deal 
and never will be in favor of it. But if the truth 
were to be told, Mr. Roosevelt himself would not de- 
tire a congress incapable of expressing its own con- 
victions, a congress so spineless, so docile, so sub- 
•ervient that it could serve no useful purpose. In 
the plan of government through which democracy 
functions, criticism and opposition are wholesome 
and beneficial. Mr. Roosevelt's danger was that he 
might not have enough of it This job of the prest 
dency Is so big. so intricate, so far beyond the direc 
supervision of any man. no matter how well qualified 
lie may be. that he simply cannot keep his finger 
upon everything. He must rely to a very large de- 
gree npon those under him and associated with him

messily, that innocent people suffered along with 
hose entitled to no consideration, and that aviation 
self, in which his whole heart rests, suffered se- 
erely.

lems it is called on to face. 
But it is not loyalty to acknowl- 
edged duty which baffles many of 
us just now. It is those conflicting 
loyalties which clamor for prefer- 
ence and exercise the strong con- 
straints 
of race, 
class, 
family, 
friendship, or the codes of the 
learned professions and the com- 
mercial world. Here is a maze in 
which people of rectitude having 
the will to do right are not always

GERMAN ASPIRATIONS AGAIN STIR EUROPE. 
GERMAN national policy has changed very little 


under Hitler from what it was in the days of 


Bismarck and later under Kaiser Wilhelm n. That 
wlicy was and is the ultimate unification of all Teu- 
onic elements in Europe under one governmental 
organization, the extension of Germany's commerce 
hroughout the world, and building up her military 
and naval resources to that of a first rate power. 


There cannot be the slightest doubt that Hitler 


aims to bring Austria into the reich; to repossesa 
;he territory now embraced in the Polish corridor as 
well as the district hi upper Silesia and other fron- 
tier areas that were taken from Germany and given 
!o Poland in the treaty of Versailles; and to get 
>ack at least some of the overseas colonial domain 
that Germany had before her disastrous adventure 
of 1914-18. 


These things are not being attempted openly nor 


simultaneously. Hitler will bide his time to accom- 
plish them. But they are definitely on his program, 
to be taken up and dealt with one by one as oppor- 
tunities may arise. 


Other European statesmen are perfectly aware of 


this. The Poles are not allowing themselves to be 
deluded by the fact of his signing a ten-year non- 
aggression treaty with their government. They know 
well that Hitler has merely agreed to a truce with 
Poland in order that he may have a free hand else- 
where, and also to weaken the French alliance with 
Warsaw. After he has achieved his designs in Aus- 
tria, if they can be successfully carried out, he will 
then be ready to demand the return of the Polish 
corridor. 


The conference now being held at Rome between 


Mussolini and representatives of Austria, Hungary 
and Czecho-Slovakia may result in blocking the first 
part of Hitler's schedule. The Italira -Uctator does 
not want a powerful rival at Berlin, no.- is he de- 
sirous of having Germany as a next door neighbor, 
which she would be if Austria were annexed. H he 
can prevent such developments by helping to pre- 
serve Austrian independence, it will be greatly to his 
advantage. 


He and Dollfuss. the Austrian premier, have much 


in common at this juncture. Their trump card may 
be the restoration of the Hapsburg dynasty at Vien- 
na with one of the late King Carl's sons on the 
throne. Another son of the same deposed monarch 
may become king of Hungary. Thus would be erected 
strong barriers of nationalism to defeat the German 
"anscbluss" and at the same time to keep Austria 
and Hungary separate from each other.

Why not say with 
Medea when taunted by her foes 
who asked what she 
had left, "I 
have myself?" So long as "self" re- 
refuses to retreat the pass to recov- 
ery cannot be carried by the foe. 
I • therefore maintain that both 


faith and courage are our absolute 
essentials at this time. Not our 
country alone but the world is on 
its beam ends. We have to consider, 
first, how to get rid of inadequate 
methods and practices hitherto pre- 
valent in nearly all lines of human 
activity, and, second, how to in- 
augurate better ones which may not 
suit our particular preferences or 
ideas but which are plainly essen- 
tial to the general social and in- 
dustrial welfare.

Mr is not a food in the 
sense that it can be stored and used 
afterwards, but it can be used im- 
mediately as a fuel food for the 
production of energy, heat and work 
of the body. It is not, however 
either a necessary or an economical 
food. 


According to the well known 
physiologist, E. H. Starling, "alco- 
hol is not a good food for muscular 
work, and if taken this should be at 
such time and in such doses that It 
will have undergone practically 
complete oxidation before the time 
arrives for muscular exercise." 


A glass of whisky will yield about 
152 calories, of wine about 95. and 
of beer about 150. It is rapidlv ab- 
sorbed and oxidised completely in 
the body, sparing the fat and 
carbohydrate rather than the pro- 
tein. A pint of alcohol can be 
burned in the body in the course of 
about 24 hours.
